General. 

Brigadier-General  George  B.  Weight,  Quartermaster-General  and  ex  ojfflcio 
Commissary-General. 

Surgeon  Samuel  M.  Smith,  Surgeon-General  (such  appointment  being  necessary 
for  the  public  service). 

Colonel  Garretson  I.  Young,  Aid-de-Camp,  ex  officio  Judge-Advocate-General 
and  Engineer-in-Chief. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Robert  Hume,  Assistant  Adjutant-General. 

They  will  be  respected  and  obeyed  accordingly.

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AN  ACT 


TO  ORGANIZE  THE  MILITIA  OF  OHIO. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hythe  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  White  males 
Ohio,  That  all  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  this  state,  being  eighteen  18 

years  of  age,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  enrolled  in 
the  militia,  and  perform  military  duty  in  such  manner,  not  incompatible  duty.  ^ 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  this  state  shall  issue  his  order  to  the  Auditor  of 
county  auditors  of  the  several  counties,  requiring  them  to  instruct  the  state, 
assessors  of  the  several  townships  to  perform  ail  the  duties  required  of 
them  by  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  township  assessors  of  the  several 
townships,  and  the  assessors  of  the  several  wards  of  the  several  cities,  to 
prepare  a list  of  all  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  this  state,  being 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  without  any 
exceptions,  in  their  respective  wards,  townships,  or  districts.  Township, 
ward,  or  district  assessors  aforesaid,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  as- 
sessing taxable  property,  make  out  two  rolls  or  lists  of  all  names  or  per- 
sons enrolled  as  aforesaid,  and  place  one  in  the  clerk’s  otfice  of  their  re- 
spective township,  ward  or  district,  and  the  other  in  the  auditor’s  office 
of  the  proper  county ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  to  return  an  accurate  copy  of  such 
records  of  enrollment  to  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state,  to  be  by  him 
filed  in  his  office,  and  an  abstract  of  the  aggregate  number  of  persons  so 
returned  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  to  the 
war  department  at  Washington  city,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
of  each  year.  And  if  any  assessor  shall  neglect,  or  from  any  cause  omit 
to  perform  his  duties,  the  other  assessors,  or  either  of  them,  of  the  city, 
town,  ward  or  county,  shall  perform  such  duties,  by  order  of  the  county 
auditor  or  commandant  of  regiments.  All  tavern-keepers,  keepers  of 
boarding-houses,  persons  having  boarders  in  their  families,  and  every 
master  or  mistress  of  any  dwelling  house  shall,  upon  the  application  of  any 
assessor,  give  information  of  the  names  of  all  persons  residing  or  lodg- 
ing in  such  house  liable  to  be  enrolled,  and  all  other  information  con- 
cerning such  persons  as  such  assessors  may  demand.  If  any  person  of 
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wliom  information  is  required  by  any  assessor  in  order  to  enable  bim  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  refuse  to  give  such  informa- 
tion, or  shall  give  false  information,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
not  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  three  dollars  for  each  offense.  Any 
person  who  shall  refuse  to  give  his  own  name  and  proper  information 
when  applied  to  hy  any  assessor,  or  shall  give  a false  name  or  informa- 
tion, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a like  sum  ; and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  assessors  to  report  the  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  incur  any 
penalty  prescribed  in  this  section,  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which 
they  reside,  who  shall,  if  the  same  were  properly  returned,  proceed  to 
collect  of  each  and  every  person  therein  included  so  much  of  the  above 
penalties  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  proper  and  right : Provided,  That 
no  tine  shall  be  assessed  for  a less  sum  than  three  dollars.  All  moneys 
collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer,  and  go  to  the  military  fund  of  said  county.  The  assessors 
shall  be  compensated  for  their  services  in  making  the  enrollment  re- 
quired hy  this  act  at  the  same  rate  and  in  like  manner  as  they  are  com- 
pensated for  making  the  annual  assessments  of  property.  And  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  commandant  of  each  company  within  the 
bounds  of  whose  company  any  person  liable  to  perform  military  duty 
may  come  to  reside,  within  ten  days  next  after  he  shall  be  informed  of 
such  residence,  to  enroll  such  person  or  persons ; also,  all  persons  who 
may  from  time  to  time  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen ; and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  commandant  of  the  several  wards,  townships  or 
districts  of  this  state  to  cause  all  such  persons,  and  all  other  persons 
whose  names  should  not  be  enrolled  and  who  are  liable  to  perforin  mil- 
itary duty,  to  perform  the  same  military  duty  as  shall  be  performed  by 
those  enrolled  at  the  proper  time. 

Siic.  4.  And  said  clerk,  within  ten  days  after  receiving  said  list  of 
enrollment,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  give  written  no- 
tice thereof  hy  posting  the  same  in  five  public  places  within  said  town- 
ship, ward  or  election  district,  which  said  notice  shall  also  state  that  the 
township  trustees  will  hear  and  determine  claims  for  exemption  from 
military  duty,  within  twenty  days  next  ensuing.  Any  person  thus  en- 
rolled claiming  exemptioia  as  aforesaid,  hy  any  of  the  laws  of  congress 
or  of  this  state,  or  v/ho  claims  that  he  is  exempt  from  said  duty  on  ac- 
count of  bodily  infirmity  or  disability,  shall,  before  he  is  excused  from 
said  military  duty,  produce  to  the  trustees  of  the  township  the  certificate 
of  a surgeon  of  acknowledged  skill,  stating  clearly  that  such  person  is 
physically  unable  to  perform  military  duty,  and  shall  produce  such  other 
evidence  in  the  case  as  the  trustees  may  require  : Provided,  That  such 
evidence  shall  be  produced  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  trustees  within 
twenty  days  after  the  posting  up  of  said  written  notice.  And  when  any 
person  thus  enrolled  shall  produce  to  said  trustees  satisfactory  evidence, 
together  with  his  own  afiiilavit,  that  he  is  entitled  to  exemption  from  the 
performance  of  military  duty,  then  such  trustees  shall  give  to  every  such 
person  a certificate  of  exemption,  which  shall  be  valid  so  long  as  his  dis- 
ability shall  continue,  and  no  longer.  Persons  so  exempted,  and  per- 
sons while  in  the  military  service  of  the  general  government,  idiots,  in- 
sane persons,  paupers  and  persons  convicted  of  infamous  crimes,  shall 
not  be  taken  into  consideration  when  organizing  the  foregoing  enrolled 
men  into  companies  and  regiments.  All  applications  for  exemption 
from  the  performance  of  military  duty,  made  after  the  militia  of  this 
state  shall  have  been  organized,  shall  be  made  to  the  commandants  of 
the  several  regiments  or  battalions,  in  the  same  manner  that  applications 


were  made  to  the  trustees  of  the  several  townships,  wards  and  districts, 
in  the  organization  of  the  militia,  and  said  commandants  shall  hear  and 
determine  all  such  applications  as  provided,  in  this  section,  and  when  ne- 
cessary issue  certificates  of  exemption  in  pursuance  of  the  same:  Pro- 
vided, That  all  certificates  of  exemption  granted  by  the  trustees  afore- 
said shall,  after  said  enrolled  men  are  organized  into  regiments,  battal- 
ions and  companies,  be  submitted  to  the  commandant  of  the  proper 
regimental  district  for  approval,  and  if  not  approved  by  said  commandant, 
said  certificate  of  exemption  so  granted  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  5.  The  trustees  of  the  several  townships,  wards  and  districts 
shall,  immediately  after  receiving  the  enrollments,  as  provided  in  section 
three,  and  after  completing  the  examination  of  such  persons  claiming 
exemption  from  mditary  duty,  divide  said  townships,  wards  or  districts 
into  company  districts,  in  such  manner  as  to  give  to  each  district  not 
less  than  sixty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  persons  subject 
to  military  duty  ; and  they  shall  give  to  each  of  said  districts  a number, 
by  which  it  may  be  known  ; they  shall  also  fix  upon  a place,  within 
each  company  district,  where  an  election  shall  be  held  to  fill  the  offices 
of  said  company  ; and  notice  of  their  action  herein  shall  be  given  by  said 
trustees  by  publication  in  some  newspaper,  if  one  be  printed  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  if  not,  then  by  a written  notice  conspicuously  posted  up  in  at 
least  five  places  in  each  of  said  com|iany  districts:  Provided,  That 
should  there  be  less  than  sixty  persons  liable  to  military  duty  in  any  of 
the  townships,  wards  or  districts  of  this  state,  the  trustees  thereof  may 
attach  said  persons  to  any  adjoining  township  or  ward  of  the  same  county, 
for  military  duty. 

Sec.  6.  The  persons  liable  to  perform  military  duty  by  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  meet  together  at  the  place  designated  by  the  notice 
required  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  July 
next,  at  the  hour  of  one  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  when  so  met  shall  elect, 
viva  voce,  three  of  their  number  to  act  as  judges  of  said  election,  and 
two  of  their  number  to  act  as  clerks ; and  when  thus  organized  they 
shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  and 
one  second  lieutenant  of  said  company ; that  said  clerks  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  vote  at  said  election ; that 
the  polls  shall  close  at  the  hour  of  five  P.  M.  of  said  day,  when  the 
judges  shall  count  the  votes  thus  cast,  and  declare,  in  an  audible  voice, 
the  persons  thus  elected  for  company  officers  : Provided,  That  if  two 
or  more  persons  shall  receive  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes 
for  the  same  office,  said  judges  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of  said  per- 
sons receiving  an  equal  number  of  votes  is  elected  ; and  said  judges  and 
clerks  shall  forthwith  make  return  of  said  poll-book  and  election  to  the 
sheriff  of  their  county,  who  shall,  without  delay,  forward  to  the  adjutant- 
general  by  mail  a copy  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  All  persons  serving  as  judges  and  clerks  of  any  election  of 
military  officers  in  this  state  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  dutie.s, 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  their 
respective  duties  as  such  before  any  officer  who  is  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  and  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  militia  of  this  state  may 
administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  8.  The  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  shall,  on 
or  before  the  tenth  day  of  July  next,  organize  the  several  companies 
within  their  respective  counties  into  regiments  of  not  less  than  eight, 
nor  more  than  ten  companies  each,  and  forthwith  report  each  company, 
its  location,  and  number  of  companies  in  each  regiment,  or  battalion, 
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and  the  strength  of  each,  to  the  adjutant-general,  who  shall  record  the 
same,  and  affix  a designation  by  letter,  to  each  company,  and  by  num- 
ber, to  each  regiment  or  battalion,  and  immediately  transmit  to  the 
proper  sheriff  a schedule  of  the  designations  so  fixed  : Provided,  That 
if  in  any  county  of  this  state  there  shall  be  a less  number  than  eight 
companies,  then  said  companies  shall  be  organized  into  battalions. 
Immediately  after  receiving  a schedule  fixing  such  designation,  the 
sheriff  shall  designate  a time  and  place  for  each  of  said  regiments  or 
battalions  to  meet  and  hold  an  election  for  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant- 
colonel,  and  one  major : Provided,  That  in  counties  or  districts  having 
less  than  eight  companies,  no  officer  shall  he  elected  of  a higher  grade 
than  lieutenant-colonel : Provided,  also.  That  in  counties  having  less 
than  four  companies,  there  shall  be  no  officer  elected  of  a higher 
grade  than  a major;  and  give  notice  thereof  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  for  not  less  than  two  weeks,  if  one  he  published  in  said 
county,  and  if  not,  then  by  written  notice  conspicuously  posted  in  each 
company  district  of  the  county;  and  tlie  members  of  said  regiment  or 
battalion,  when  so  met,  sliall  proceed  to  elect  said  officers,  and  make  a 
return  thereof  to  the  sheriff;  being  governed  in  all  things,  as  to  the 
mode  and  manner  of  elections,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  sheriff 
shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  adjutant-general  [two]  copies  of  said  elec- 
tion returns,  and  thereupon  the  governor  shall  issue  commissions  to  the 
persons  elected,  if,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  said  poll  hooks, 
be  shall  not  receive  notice  of  a contest  for  any  of  the  positions  so  re- 
turned by  the  sheriff. 

Sec.  9.  That  if  any  of  the  assessors  or  trustees  of  the  several  town- 
ships of  this  state,  or  any  of  the  sheriffs,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  the  governor  may 
order  the  adjutant-general,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  to  perform  all  or  any  of  the  duties  so  neglected  to  be  per- 
formed by  said  assessors,  trustees,  or  sheriffs. 

Sec.  10.  To  each  regiment  and  battalion  there  shall  he  one  adju- 
tant and  one  quartermaster,  who  shall  he  appointed  by  the  commandant 
thereof. 

Sec.  11-  To  every  regiment,  battalion,  and  company  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  the  same  non-commissioned 
officers  and  musicians  as  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  commandants  thereof. 

Sec.  12.  New  regiments  or  battalions  may  he  organized,  or  old 
regiments  and  battalions  consolidated,  in  the  several  counties  of  the 
state,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  commander-in-chief  the  good  of  the 
service  will  be  promoted  thereby,  and  all  elections  for  officers  made 
necessary  by  any  such  action  of  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  New  companies  may  he  organized,  or  old  companies  con- 
solidated, in  any  of  the  regimental  districts  of  this  state,  upon  the  vote 
of  a majority  of  the  commissioned  officers  in  any  regimental  district  so 
to  he  affected,  that  the  good  of  the  service  demands  such  change  in  their 
organization,  and  all  elections  made  necessary  by  such  change  shall  be 
had  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  The  commander-in-chief  may  authorize  the  formation  of 
such  number  of  volunteer  companies  of  infantry,  artillery,  and  cavalry, 
as  the  good  of  the  service  may  indicate,  and  of  the  strength,  respectively, 
prescribed  for  volunteers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  order 
elections  therein,  which  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  act ; and  the  commander-in-chief  may  prescribe  for  every 
such  volunteer  company  or  battery  such  rules  and  regulations  as  in  his 
judgment  will  increase  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  same.  And 
in  the  artillery  arm,  volunteer  batteries  may  be  organized,  if  the 
commander-in-chief  shall  deem  proper,  as  follows  ; For  a battery  of  two 
guns,  one  first  and  one  second  lieutenant,  three  sergeants,  four  corpo- 
rals, one  musician,  one  artificer,  and  not  less  than  thirty-eight  nor  more 
than  forty-one  privates.  For  a battery  of  four  guns,  one  captain,  one 
first  and  one  second  lieutenant,  six  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two 
musicians,  two  artificers,  one  wagoner,  and  not  less  than  seventy-six  nor 
* more  than  eighty-one  privates.  For  a full  company,  or  battery  of  six 
guns,  one  captain,  one  senior  first  lieutenant,  one  junior  first  lieutenant, 
one  senior  second  lieutenant,  one  junior  second  lieutenant,  eight  ser- 
geants, twelve  corporals,  two  musicians,  two  artificers,  one  wagoner,  and 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fourteen  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  privates. 

Sec.  15.  And  two  or  more  batteries  may  be  consolidated  by  order 
of  the  commander- in-chief,  at  his  discretion,  so  as  to  form  a four  gun  or 
a six  gun  battery,  with  the  strength  and  upon  the  basis  herein  prescribed. 
He  may  also  consolidate  any  detachments  of  the  same  arm,  whether  of 
infantry,  cavalry,  or  artillery,  that  may  fail  to  enlist  a sufficient  number 
of  acceptable  volunteers  within  the  time  limited,  or  which  may  after 
organization  become  and  remain  for  thirty  days  reduced  below  the 
minimum  standard  ; or  he  may  disband  them,  and  order  the  officers  to 
be  mustered  out,  as  he  shall  deem  proper.  And  in  all  cases  of  consoli- 
dation, commissioned  officers  for  the  consolidated  organization  shall  be 
elected  by  its  members,  as  in  other  cases,  and  all  officers  belonging  to 
such  original  detachment,  and  not  so  elected  by  the  consolidated  organi- 
zation, and  all  surplus  men,  shall  be  mustered  out,  on  his  order,  as 
supernumerary. 

Sec.  16.  All  officers  of  volunteers  mustered  out  upon  consoli- 
dation or  disbanding  of  organizations  or  detachments,  or  resigning  their 
commissions,  or  dismissed,  or  discharged,  and  all  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, musicians,  artificers,  wagoners,  and  privates  of  volunteer  organiza- 
tions, or  detachments,  who  may  be  disbanded,  dismissed,  or  discharged, 
except  such  as  may  be  by  virtue  of  their  five  years  service,  as  in  this 
act  provided,  or  for  any  other  lawful  cause  exempt  from  military  duty, 
shall  be  forthwith  enrolled  with  the  militia. 

Sec.  17.  The  several  companies  of  cavalry  and  infantry  and  the 
batteries  of  artillery  shall  be  numbered  separately  in  each  arm,  by  the 
adjutant-general.  A record  of  such  numbering  shall  be  made  and  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  adjutant-general.  And  where  they  exist  in  sufficient 
numbers,  and  are  conveniently  located  for  the  purpose,  the  cavalry  shall 
be  organized  by  the  commander-in-chief  into  squadrons,  battalions,  or 
regiments,  and  the  infantry  into  battalions  or  regiments,  and  officered 
as  provided  by  law;  and  in  the  same  arm,  the  company  or  battery 
earliest  commissioned  shall  be  first  or  senior  in  rank,  and  the  company 
or  battalion  next  earliest  commissioned,  second  in  rank,  and  so  on  in 
order  of  date  to  the  companies  or  batteries  latest  commissioned,  dating 
from  the  first  commissions  to  the  officers  of  the  company  or  battery. 

Sec.  18.  Each  volunteer  company  and  battery,  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  adopt  such  a constitution  and  by-laws  as  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  such  company  or  battery  may  approve ; 
which  shall  be  binding  on  all  the  members  of  said  company  or  battery;  and 
when  any  fines  are  assessed  by  reason  of  any  infraction  of  such  consti- 
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tution  and  by-laws,  such  company  or  battery  may  have  process  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  state,  for  the  uaa 
of  such  company  or  battery,  and  prosecute  to  final  judgment  and  execu- 
tion, all  such  fines  and  penalties  provided  for  by  such  constitution  or 
by-laws  : Provided,  That  said  constitution  and  by-laws  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  or  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  state  : Provided,  also,  That  in  no  case  shall  the  state  pay  any  cost« 
of  such  prosecution. 

Sec.  19.  Every  commandant  of  any  volunteer  company,  battery, 
squadron,  regiment,  or  battalion,  shall  make  a return  of  all  commis- 
sioned and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  under 
his  command,  and  all  arms  and  accoutrements  belonging  thereto,  to  the 
adjutant-general,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year^ 
and  all  such  returns  shall  he  preserved  by  the  adjutant-general  in  a 
book  of  records  in  his  oflice. 

Sec.  20.  That  every  commandant  of  any  company  of  the  militia 
shall  make  a return  of  all  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and 
privates,  under  his  command,  belonging  to  his  company,  and  all  tbu 
arms  and  accoutrements  belonging  thereto,  to  the  commandant  of  hia 
regiment  or  battalion,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year; 
and  the  commandant  of  each  regiment  or  battalion  of  the  militia,  shall 
make  a return  to  the  adjutant  general  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year,  and  all  such  returns  shall  he  preserved,  by  the 
adjutant-general,  in  a book  of  records  kept  in  his  office. 

Sec.  21.  Every  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officer  and 
soldier  of  any  volunteer  company  or  battery,  shall  be  held  to  duty  therein 
for  five  years,  unless  some  absolute  disability  shall  occur  after  forming 
such  company  or  battery,  or  he  shall  be  discharged  by  the  proper  oflicer ; 
and  every  person  as  aforesaid,  after  the  expiration  of  said  term,  shall 
he  entitled  to  a certificate  of  such  service,  and  said  certificate  shall  be 
given  to  all  such  persons  by  the  adjutant-general ; and  the  holders  of 
said  certificates  shall  be  exempt  from  military  duty  in  time  of  peace. 

Sec.  22.  llesignations  of  commanding  officers  of  regiments  and 
battalions,  and  of  commissioned  officers  of  volunteer  oganizations,  shall 
he  made  to  the  adjutant-general  for  acceptance  by  the  governor,  and 
the  governor  shall  fix  upon  a time  and  place  for  an  election  to  fill  the 
vacancy  as  well  as  vacancies  by  death  or  otherwise : Provided,  That 
the  governor  may  authorize  commandants  of  regiments  or  battalions,  in 
whose  district  there  shall  be  located  any  volunteer  company  or  compa- 
nies, to  order  elections  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  said  compa- 
nies. Resignations  of  all  other  officers  shall  be  made  to  the  command- 
ants of  regiments  or  battalions,  who  shall  order  elections  thereupon  to 
fill  vacancies,  and  also  vacancies  occasioned  from  other  causes ; and  all 
elections  for  filling  said  vacancies,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Sec.  23.  Every  officer  commissioned  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  receiving  his  commission,  take  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
also  an  oath  of  ofiice,  which  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  hack  of  the  com- 
mission by  the  person  administering  it ; and  if  any  person  receiving  a 
commission  shall  fail  to  take  the  oath  aforesaid,  within  the  time  herein 
provided,  and  give  notice  thereof  within  twenty  days  thereafter  to  the 
officer  whose  duty  it  is,  in  case  of  a vacancy  to  order  an  election,  and 
forward  the  date  of  his  commission  to  the  adjutant  of  the  regiment, 
squadron,  or  battalion  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  the  governor,  as  the 
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eBBe  may  be,  he  shall  be  considered  as  refusing  to  accept  such  office, 
and  the  same  shall  be  filled  as  in  other  eases. 

Sec.  24.  If  any  candidate  or  elector  chooses  to  contest  the  validity 
of  any  election  had  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  to  the  right  of 
mj  person  proclaimed  duly  elected  an  officer,  he  shall  give  notice 
thereof  in  writing,  to  the  sheriff  holding  the  election  returns,  within 
ten  days  from  the  time  of  holding  such  election,  and  within  said  time, 
and  in  like  manner,  he  shall  notify  the  person  whose  election  he  means 
to  contest,  expressing  the  point  or  points  on  which  he  means  to  rely  ; 
and  said  sheriff  shall  summon  the  parties  to  appear  at  a certain  time 
and  place,  which  shall  not  exceed  twenty  days  from  the  election,  and 
not  less  than  two  days  before  the  day  of  trial,  shall  issue  a subpoena, 
when  applied  for  by  either  party,  to  procure  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses ; and  the  party  so  applying,  shall  serve  the  same,  and  endorse 
the  time  of  service  thereon,  and  shall  make  return  thereof  to  said 
sheriff,  at  the  time  and  place  therein  mentioned  ; and  each  witness  thus 
subpoened  shall  be  paid  fifty  cents  for  each  day’s  attendance,  on  the 
certificate  of  said  sheriff,  and  said  sheriff  shall  hear  and  determine  the 
same,  including  costs  thereon,  which  shall  be  taxed  against  the  party 
fiuling,  which  decision  shall  bo  final  and  conclusive. 

Sec.  25.  That  every  officer  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days,  if  no  notice  of  contest  be 
given,  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  be  entitled  to  a certifi- 
Cfite  from  the  officer  ordering  such  election,  and  to  a commission  from 
the  governor. 

Sec.  26.  That  if  the  members  of  any  company  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  elect  their  company  officers  after  proper  notice,  or  shall  elect 
those  who  refuse  to  serve,  and  such  company  remain  without  commis- 
sdoned  officers  for  the  space  of  one  month,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commandant  of  the  regiment,  squadron,  or  battalion  to  which  it  be- 
longs, to  order  the  members  of  such  company  to  he  attached  to  the  ad- 
joining company  or  companies  within  the  same  regiment,  squadron,  or 
battalion,  and  report  his  action  to  the  adjutant-general ; and  the  com- 
mandant of  such  company  or  companies  to  which  they  are  attached, 
shall  enroll  them,  and  notify  them  to  perform  duty  in  the  company  to 
which  they  are  attached ; which  notice  shall  be  given  by  setting  up  writ- 
ten notices  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  bounds  of  the 
company  attached ; and  the  members  of  said  company  so  attached  shall 
be  bound  to  perform  duty  in  the  company  to  which  they  are  attached, 
from  and  after  the  date  of  said  notice,  as  they  would  have  been  bad 
they  originally  belonged  to  it. 

Sec.  27.  That  if  by  reason  of  such  transfer,  or  other  cause,  any 
company  becomes  too  numerous,  and  there  are  sufficient  numbers  to 
form  a new  company,  the  colonel  or  commandant  of  the  regiment  to 
which  the  same  belongs,  may  detach  as  many  as  are  necessary,  from  ad- 
joining companies,  without  reducing  such  companies  below  the  minimum 
number,  and  organize  them  into  a new  company,  and  order  an  election 
of  company  officers,  which  election  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinbefore 
provided  in  elections  for  company  officers,  which  proceedings  he  shall 
promptly  report  to  the  adjutant-general. 

Sec.  28.  There  shall  be  a muster  of  the  militia  of  this  state  on  the 
last  Saturday  of  September  in  each  year,  in  which  they  shall  meet  by 
companies  within  their  respective  bounds  ; and  each  volunteer  company 
and  battery  shall,  besides  such  muster,  have  two  or  more  additional

musters  in  each  year ; the  commanders  of  companies  of  militia  in  all 
cases  to  fix  the  place  of  holding  company  musters,  and  the  commandants 
of  volunteer  companies  and  batteries  to  fix  both  the  time  and  the  place, 
but  the  place  shall  be  within  the  hounds  of  the  company  or  battery. 
There  shall  also  in  each  year  be  one  squadron,  battalion  or  regimental  mus- 
ter of  each  squadron,  regiment,  or  battalion,  on  the  next  Tuesday  follow- 
ing the  said  last  Saturday  in  September,  and  such  regiments,  battalions, 
squadrons  and  companies  shall  perform  military  evolutions,  agreeably 
to  the  practice,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States, 
from  10  o’clock  A.  M.  until  4 o’clock  P.  M.  of  said  days,  each  company 
taking  position  in  line  according  to  the  date  of  the  commission  of  the 
commandant  thereof,  in  all  regimental,  battalion,  or  squadron  duty. 

Sec.  29.  That  at  all  musters,  whether  company,  regimental,  or  bat- 
talion, the  officers  and  privates  shall  appear  on  their  respective  muster 
grounds  on  the  day  appointed  or  fixed  by  law,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  and 
tbe  rolls  of  the  companies  shall  be  called  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
and  again  immediately  before  dismissal,  and  the  absence  of  all  persons 
belonging  to  each  company  noted. 

Sec  80.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private,  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  appear  on  any  day  of  any  company  muster 
required  by  this  act,  shall,  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandant  of  each  company 
to  call  a meeting  of  the  commissioned  officers  thereof  within  ten  days 
after  each  day’s  company  muster  required  by  this  act,  to  make  out  a list  of 
delinquents,  and  assess  fines  thereon,  particularly  noting  therein  the  fines 
assessed,  a copy  of  which  list  shall  forthwith  he  returned  to  a justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  pro2)er  township ; such  justice,  on  receiving  said  list, 
shall  issue  summons  thereon  forthwith,  and  proceed  to  trial  and  judg- 
ment, as  in  other  civil  cases. 

Sec.  32.  Every  commissioned  officer  who  shall  refuse  to  appear 
fully  armed  and  equipped  on  any  day  of  muster  required  by  this  act, 
shall,  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  pay  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
three  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  dollars  ; and  every  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician,  and  private,  who  shall  refuse  and  neglect  to  appear  as 
required  by  this  act,  at  each  and  every  day  of  regimental  or  battalion  mus- 
ter, shall  be  fined  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  the  sum  of  one  dollar; 
and  all  fines  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  by 
the  proper  commandant  reported  to  the  next  regimental  court  of  inquiry 
for  the  assessment  of  fines. 

Sec.  33.  Any  member  of  the  enrolled  militia,  excepting  volun- 
teers and  commissioned  officers,  may  commute  for  all  fines  for  non-at- 
tendance at  muster,  to  which  he  may  be  subjected  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  by  paying  into  the  county  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  military 
fund,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  September,  the  sum  of  two  dollars ; 
for  which  payment  the  treasurer  shall  give  him  a receipt,  which  must  be 
presented  to  the  commandant  of  his  company,  on  or  before  the  first 
muster-day  thereafter,  in  order  to  secure  the  exemption  from  fine. 

Sec.  34.  Each  company  of  volunteer  infantry  or  cavalry,  organized, 
uniformed  and  equipped  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  he  enti- 
tled to  receive  annually  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  .as  a company 
fund,  for  the  care  of  arms,  rents  of  armories,  and  other  incidental  ex- 
penses of  said  company,  and  a like  allowance  shall  he  made  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  every  two  guns  in  a battery ; said  sum  of  money  to 
he  paid  out  of  the  military  fund  of  the  county  in  which  said  company

or  battery  is  located,  oa  the  certificate  of  the  commanding  oflScer  of 
said  company  or  battery,  which  certificate  shall  state  the  fact  of  com- 
pliance by  said  company  or  battery  with  the  requirements  of  the  law 
during  the  current  year  : Provided,  That  no  such  payment  shall  be 
continued  to  any  company  after  its  members  shall  be  reduced  below 
forty.  All  volunteer  companies  or  batteries  now  organized  and  uni- 
formed under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  taken  and  considered  as 
organized  under  this  act,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  herein  con- 
ferred. 

Sec.  35.  No  muster  or  parade  of  the  militia  of  this  state  shall  be 
held  on  any  day  during  which  a general  or  special  election  shall  be 
held,  nor  within  five  days  previous  to  such  elections,  except  in  cases  of 
riot,  invasion,  or  insurrection,  or  imminent  danger  thereof;  and  if  any 
officer  shall  order  any  such  muster  or  parade,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  36.  That  the  commandants  of  companies  in  each  regiment, 
squadron,  or  battalion,  shall  constitute  a regimental  court  of  inquiry, 
over  which  the  major  or  the  commandant  present  ranking  as  senior  shall 
preside ; who  shall  meet  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.  on  that  day  week  next 
after  their  regimental,  squadron  or  battalion  muster,  at  or  as  near  the 
place  of  such  muster  as  is  convenient ; notice  of  which  meeting  shall 
be  given  by  the  commandants  of  regiments,  squadrons  or  battalions, 
at  their  regimental,  squadron  or  battalion  muster,  and  repeated  by 
commandants  of  companies  to  their  companies  before  they  are  dismissed 
on  the  day  of  regimental,  squadron  or  battalion  muster ; and  at  said 
regimental,  squadron  or  battalion  court  of  inquiry,  the  adjutant  shall 
attend  and  keep  a record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  and  shall 
make  out  a list  of  the  members  fined  at  said  court  in  each  company, 
with  the  amount  of  fine  assessed  on  each  annexed  to  their  names,  which 
list  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer  presiding  at  said  court,  and  attested 
by  the  adjutant,  and  by  him  preserved.  Any  person  feeling  aggrieved 
by  the  decision  of  said  regimental  court  of  inquiry,  may  have  a new 
trial  by  order  of  the  commandant  of  the  proper  regiment  or  battalion  ; 
which  commander  shall  thereupon  convene  a court  of  appeals,  before 
which  such  new  trial  shall  be  had.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  at  such  place  within  the  regimental  bounds  as  the  com- 
mandant shall  order,  and  shall  be  constituted  and  organized  in  the  same 
way  as  the  court  of  inquiry. 

Sec.  37.  That  the  officers  constituting  said  regimental,  squadron 
or  battalion  court  of  inquiry  and  appeals,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  day  they  may  be  engaged  in  at- 
tendance on  said  court,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  military  fund  of  the 
county. 

Sec.  38.  That  in  all  cases  where  fines  or  penalties  are  incurred  or 
assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  company, 
battery,  squadron,  battalion,  regiment,  and  court  of  inquiry,  before  whom, 
or  on^whose  account  the  same  are  assessed  or  incurred,  shall  have  pro- 
cess from  any  courts  in  this  state,  within  the  proper  county,  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  amount  of  fines,  to  enforce  the  same  to  final  judg- 
ment and  execution  ; and  in  all  cases  the  records  of  such  company,  bat- 
tery, regiment,  and  court  of  inquiry,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie 
evidence  : Provided,  That  in  all  cases  the  defendant  on  trial  may 
prove  in  evidence  any  irregularity  in  the  assessing  of  such  fines,  or  any 
other  lawful  matter  of  defense  not  reaching  back  of  the  organization  of 
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such  company,  battery,  or  the  enrollment  of  the  defendant.  And  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  assessing  fines  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  to  collect  the  same  without  delay,  and  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  proper  military  fund,  reserving  the  costs  of  collection,  as 
provided  in  this  act : Provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
commandants  of  batteries,  companies,  battalions,  or  regiments,  in  behalf 
of  whose  command,  or  in  whose  district  any  fines  are  assessed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  faithfully  collect  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county,  to  go  into  the  military  fund. 

Sec.  39.  That  on  charges  and  specifications,  made  in  writing, 
against  an  officer  to  a superior  officer,  such  superior  officer  shall,  if  he 
thinks  the  complaint  sufficient,  cause  the  officer  against  whom  the  com- 
plaint is  made,  to  be  arrested  ; and  when  an  officer  is  arrested,  the  offi- 
cer whose  duty  it  is  to  arrest,  shall  notify  the  officer  arrested,  in  writing, 
that  he  is  suspended  from  command  until  acquitted  from  such  com- 
plaint, stating  the  ground  of  arrest ; the  complaint  may  be  dismissed  by 
the  governor,  or  he  may  order  a court  martial  at  his  discretion  ; the 
proceedings  in  the  trial  shall  bo  had,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  provided  in 
the  rules,  regulations,  articles  of  war,  and  practice  for  the  government 
of  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  40.  The  governor,  on  ordering  a court  martial,  shall  detail  a 
judge-advocate  and  provost-marshal  for  the  trial  of  said  cause  ; and  the 
m.embers  of  said  court  and  judge-advocate  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
two  dollars  each  for  each  day’s  attentlance  at  said  trial,  and  in  traveling  to 
and  from  court ; and  the  provostrmarshal  shall  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation as  is  allowed  to  sheriffs  for  similar  service;  and  witnesses 
shall  receive  fifty  cents  for  each  day’s  attendance,  and  five  cents  a mile 
for  traveling  to  and  from  court ; the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
military  fund,  on  the  order  of  the  president  of  the  court;  the  president 
of  the  court  may  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses, 
and  enforce  their  attendance,  if  necessary,  by  attachment. 

Sec.  41.  That  the  following  fines  shall  be  asse.ssed  for  delinquency 
under  this  act,  to  wit : On  any  colonel  of  a regiment  or  commandant 
thereof,  and  on  the  commandants  of  squadrons  or  battalions,  for  neglect 
of  any  order  of  a superior  officer,  or  of  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  by 
law,  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  seventy-five  dollars  ; on  a lieuten- 
ant-colonel, or  major,  who  is  not  commandant  of  a regiment,  squadron, 
or  battalion,  and  any  staff  officer  ranking  as  such,  for  neglect  of  any 
order  of  his  superior  officer,  or  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by 
law,  not  less  than  eight,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars ; on  the  captain  of 
a company,  and  on  any  staff  officer  ranking  as  such,  for  any  neglect  of 
any  order  of  his  superior  officer,  or  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  him  by 
law,  not  less  than  sis,  nor  more  than  forty  dollars ; on  a lieutenant,  or 
cornet,  or  staff  officer  ranking  as  lieutenant,  for  any  neglect  of  any 
order  of  his  superior  officer,  or  of  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  him  by 
law,  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars  ; on  any  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician  and  private,  for  neglect  of  any  order  of  a 
superior  officer,  or  any  duty  enjoined  on  him  by  law,  not  less  than  two, 
nor  more  than  three  dollars  : Provided,  That  all  fines  incurred  for  non- 
attendance  at  any  muster  provided  for  in  this  act,  are  not  intended  to 
be  included  in  the  foregoing. 

Sec.  42.  If  any  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  private,  or  by- 
stander, at  any  officer,  regimental,  squadron,  battalion,  or  company 
muster,  or  parade,  or  at  a meeting  of  officers  authorized  or  required  by 
this  act,  shall  molest  any  officer  or  soldier,  when  on  duty,  the  command- 
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ing  officer  may  order  and  require  such  person  or  persons  to  he  put  un- 
der guard  for  any  time  not  exceeding  six  hours,  and  such  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician,  or  private  may  moreover  be  returned  by  such 
commanding  officer  to  the  next  regimental  court  of  inquiry  for  the  as- 
sessment of  fines,  and  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one,  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  which  fine  shall  be  collected  and  applied  as  other 
fines  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  43.  That  for  fines  assessed  against  minors,  fathers  shall  be 
liable  for  their  sons,  and  guardians  for  their  wards,  to  the  amount  of 
funds  of  the  wards  in  their  hands;  masters  for  their  apprentices;  and 
all  property  held  in  common  by  any  society  or  association  whose  tenets 
or  rules  require  a community  of  property,  shall  be  liable  and  bound  for 
any  and  all  fines  assessed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  against  a mem- 
ber or  members  of  such  society  or  association.  All  costs  made  by  vir- 
tue of  any  suit  brought  to  recover  fines  of  any  description,  where  the 
state  fails,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  military  fund  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  44.  That  in  cases  of  riot  or  insurrection,  if  any  commandant 
of  any  company,  squadron,  battalion,  or  regiment,  shall  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  appear  with  such  military  force  at  the  time  and  place  as  the 
proper  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  mayor  of  the  city  or  village,  shall  di- 
rect, such  officer  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  on  complaint  of  said  sheriff  or  mayor, 
before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction  ; and  every  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician,  or  private,  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  turn  out 
and  appear  immediately  on  being  notified  by  any  proper  officer  of  his 
regiment,  battalion,  or  company,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing ten  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  herein  provided  ; the  aforesaid  fines, 
when  collected,  shall  go  into  the  military  fund  : Provided,  That  in  all 
cases  of  demand  or  requisition  for  a military  force  by  the  sheriff  or 
mayor,  it  shall  be  by  application  to  the  superior  commissioned  officer  in 
rank  at  the  time  present  in  the  city  or  place  where  such  service  is  re- 
quired : Provided,  also,  that  the  volunteer  organizations  shall  be  first 
ordered  out. 

Sec.  45.  Commandants  of  regiments,  battalions,  squadrons,  or 
companies,  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  call  out 
their  respective  commands  for  the  suppression  of  riots,  and  to  assist  any 
civil  officers  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by 
the  proper  authorities,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  ammunition,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the  order  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  such  military  force. 

Sec.  46.  All  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  and 
each  and  every  member  of  any  company,  shall  receive  one  dollar  per 
day,  or  one  dollar  per  night,  or  two  dollars  for  each  day  and  night 
together,  when  serving  under  the  order  of  a sheriff  of  their  county,  or 
the  order  of  the  ihayor  of  their  city,  or  village,  to  suppress  riots,  mobs, 
or  to  enforce  civil  law,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on  the 
order  of  the  said  sheriff  or  mayor  aforesaid. 

Se®.  47.  That  for  all  fines  and  costs  assessed  against  any  person 
under  this  act,  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  of  such  person,  of 
every  kind,  without  exception,  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  thereof, 
and  all  such  fines  and  costs  shall  be  a lien  on  such  real  estate  until 
paid. 

Sec.  48.  That  the  surplus  of  all  fines  assessed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  after  defraying  the  expenses  of  collection,  and  other  expenses 
as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  a fund  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treas- 
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urer,  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  respective  companies,  regi- 
ments, squadrons,  and  battalions,  from  which  it  was  collected,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  collected  from  each ; and  may  be  drawn  on  the 
order  of  the  commandant  of  the  company,  regiment,  squadron,  or  bat- 
talion, entitled  to  the  same,  and  expended  in  such  way  as  a majority  of 
the  commissioned  ofiicers  shall  think  best  for  the  good  of  the  company, 
regiment,  squadron,  or  battalion ; and  the  county  treasurer  shall  keep 
an  account  with  each  company,  regiment,  squadron,  and  battalion ; 
and  in  paying  any  order  drawn  on  him  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  preserve 
the  order  as  his  voucher  in  settling  with  the  adjutant  of  regiments,  or 
other  officer ; and  in  all  other  cases  of  payment  he  shall  take  a receipt, 
specifying  the  amount  paid,  and  for  what  purpose,  which  receipts  he 
shall  file,  and  enter  ixpon  his  account,  and  preserve. 

Sec.  49.  That  the  enrolled  militia  of  this  state,  or  any  portion  of 
them,  shall  be  liable  to  be  called  into  active  service  by  order  of  the 
governor,  in  case  of  invasion,  or  to  prevent  invasion,  riot,  or  insurrec- 
tion ; and  any  person  liable  to  perform  military  duty,  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  march  as  ordered  by  the  proper  commanding  officer,  shall  be 
deemed  and  treated  as  a deserter.  The  militia,  while  in  active  service, 
.shall  be  governed  by  the  military  laws  of  the  state,  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  war  of  the  United  States  : Provided,  That  the  volunteer 
militia  shall  in  all  cases  of  actual  or  threatened  invasion,  riot,  or  insur- 
rection, bo  the  first  military  force  called  for  duty  or  ordered  into  the 
field. 

Sec.  50.  That  when  two  or  more  regiments  of  the  militia  of  this 
state  are  called  into  active  service,  said  regiments  shall  be  organized  by 
the  commander-in-chief  into  brigades  and  divisions ; two  regiments  and 
not  exceeding  four  shall  form  a brigade,  and  two  and  not  exceeding 
three  brigades  shall  form  a division ; said  brigades  and  divisions  in  all 
cases  electing  such  additional  commissioned  officers  as  are  usual  and 
necessary  for  their  efficiency  and  good  government;  said  elections,  as 
far  as  circumstances  will  admit  of,  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  51.  All  officers  elected  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  section,  shall,  if  there  is  no  contest,  be  commissioned  by  the 
governor,  as  in  other  cases.  All  such  commissions  shall  terminate  with 
the  cause  that  called  said  militia  into  active  service. 

Sec.  52.  When  any  of  the  militia  of  this  state  shall  be  called  into 
active  service  by  the  governor,  in  case  of  invasion,  or  to  prevent  inva- 
sion, riot  or  insurrection,  they  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as 
volunteers  in  the  United  States  service  are  allowed,  to  be  paid  on  the 
certificate  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  53.  The  staff  officers  of  the  commander-in-chief  shall  be  of  the 
following  : One  adjutant-general,  who  shall  rank  as  brigadier-general ; 
one  assistant  adjutant-general,  who  shall  rank  as  lieutenant-colonel ; 
one  quartermaster-general,  wdio  shall  rank  as  brigadier-general,  and 
perform  the  duties  of  commissary-general ; and  one  aid-de-camp,  with 
the  rank  of  colonel.  The  adjutant-general  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
inspector-general ; and  the  aid-de-camp  shall  perform  the  duties  of  judge- 
advoeatc-general,  and  engineer-in-chief. 

Sec.  54.  The  compensation  of  the  staff  officers  of  the  commander- 
in-chief  shall  be  as  fixed  by  law.  The  duties  of  said  staff  officers  shall 
be  such  as  pertain  to  their  respective  positions  in  said  grades  in  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  assigned  them  by  the  governor. 
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Sec.  55.  The  commander-in-chief,  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  be- 
comes necessary,  may  organize  a subsistence  or  commissary  department, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  order  the  quartermaster-general  to  perform 
the  duties  of  commissary-general,  and  may  appoint  such  other  assistant 
commissaries  as  he  may  think  necessary,  or  the  good  of  the  service  may 
require,  with  such  rank  as  is  conferred  on  officers  of  the  same  station  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  he  may  also  appoint  such  number 
of  storekeepers  and  other  officers  as  the  good  of  the  service  may  require, 
and  may  order  any  or  all  such  officers  into  actual  service  when  their 
services  become  necessary ; and  such  other  assistant  commissaries  as 
may  be  appointed  shall  for  their  services  receive  a salary  not  exceeding 
sixty  dollars  per  month  for  the  time  in  actual  service. 

Sec.  56.  The  commander-in-chief,  when  in  his  opinion  it  becomes 
necessary,  may  complete  the  organization  of  the  medical  department  by 
appointing  a surgeon-general,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  who  shall  for  his 
services  receive  an  annual  salary  at  the  rate  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum  for  the  actual  time  employed  : Provided,  That  any 
pay  or  emoluments  received  by  said  surgeon-general  from  the  United 
States  government,  during  the  time  actually  employed  in  the  service  of 
the  state,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  salary  aforesaid. 

Sec.  57.  Immediately  on  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  a medical  board,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  skillful  sur- 
geons ; and  no  person  shall  receive  the  appointment  of  surgeon  or 
assistant  unless  he  shall  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  said 
board  : Provided,  That  all  examinations  and  approvals  heretofore  made 
under  any  law  of  the  state  shall  be  held  to  be  sufficient  under  this  act. 
Said  board  of  examiners  shall  for  their  services  receive  at  the  rate  of 
four  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  mileage  as  members  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  58.  All  the  salaries  and  accounts  of  the  staff  and  governor 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor  and  paid  on  his  certificate. 

Sec.  59.  That  all  military  commissions  issued,  except  to  the  staff 
officers  of  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  expire  in  five  years  from  the 
date  thereof : Provided,  That  any  officer  holding  a commission  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  may  be  reelected  to  the  same  office,  shall 
retain  the  same  rank  as  he  was  entitled  to  under  his  former  commission  : 
Provided,  also.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
disqualify  any  staff  officer,  or  any  officer  of  the  line  from  holding  a 
commission  after  he  may  arrive  at  the  age  of  forty-five  years  : 
And  further  ‘provided,  That  every  officer  who  shall  remove  out  of  the 
bounds  of  his  command,  or  who  shall  be  absent  from  his  command  six 
months  without  leave  of  the  proper  commanding  officer,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  vacated  his  office,  and  a new  election  shall  be  held 
without  delay  to  fill  the  vacancy  so  created ; Provided,  That  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  or  understood  as  to  prevent  any 
appointed  officer  from  being  removed  from  his  office  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  officer  appointing  him,  he  shall  deem  it  advisable  so  to 
remove  him. 

Sec.  60.  That  the  uniform  of  all  volunteer  companies  and  batteries 
now  organized  or  hereafter  to  be  organized,  and  officers  to  be  hereafter 
commissioned,  shall  correspond  and  conform  to  the  uniform  prescribed 
for  the  United  States  army  for  the  time  being,  except  the  coat  of  arms, 
which  shall  be  that  of  the  state  of  Ohio  : Provided,  That  every  commis- 
sioned and  staff  officer  shall  uniform  themselves  within  four  months  from 
the  date  of  his  or  their  commissions,  and  every  non-commissioned  staff 
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ti'i’sign.

pointment, and  every  member  of  any  volunteer  company  shall  uniform 
himself  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  such 
company,  or  from  the  date  when  he  attached  himself  to  such  company. 

Sec.  61.  All  public  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements,  camp  equip- 
age and  military  stores  belonging  to  the  state,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  quartermaster-general,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of 
the  governor ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  quartermaster-general  to 
see  that  all  arras  and  munitions  of  war  now  belonging  to  the  state,  or 
which  may  hereafter  in  any  manner  be  acquired,  are  properly  cared  for 
and  kept  in  good  order  for  use.  All  accounts  accruing  against  the  state 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the 
quartermaster-general,  countersigned  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  62.  Bach  company  of  the  volunteer  militia  organized  under 
the  provisions  'of  this  act,  shall  be  furnished  with  such  arms  and  equip- 
ments as  shall  be  determined  by  the  governor,  under  such  rules  and 
orders  as  he  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  63.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  selling,  disposing  of,  hiding, 
secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up  any  of  the  arms,  accoutre- 
ments, camp  equipage  or  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  state  of  Ohio, 
or  who  shall  in  any  way  wilfully  injure  any  of  the  same,  or  any  arsenal 
or  armory  now  belonging  to  or  rented  by  the  state,  or  owned  or  rented 
by  any  company,  battalion,  or  regiment  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  the 
term  of  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  64.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  provide  the 
proper  camp  equipage  for  all  military  encampments  held  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  65.  Each  company  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  proper  military  fund  in  their  re- 
spective counties,  the  sum  of  live  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  musical 
iustnimenfs  for  martial  music,  and  none  other,  except  the  bugle,  shall 
be  used  by  any  of  the  military  organizations  of  this  state,  and  from^he 
company  bands  within  bis  district  the  commandant  of  any  regiment  or 
battalion  may  select  a sufficient  number  for  a regimental  band. 

Sec.  66.  All  persons  who  by  this  act  are  placed  in  charge  of  public 
property  for  safe  keeping,  or  money  for  disbursement,  shall  give  bond 
with  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  governor,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

Sec.  67.  For  the  purpose  of  improving  the  discipline  and  military 
education  of  the  military  forces  to  be  organized  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  held,  once  in  each  year,  a muster  and  encampment,  of  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  days  duration,  of  all  commissioned  officers  belonging  to 
the  several  military  organizations  of  this  state,  at  such  times  and  places, 
within  their  respective  counties,  and  in  such  numbers  as  the  commander- 
in-chief  shall  direct : Provided,  That  when  the  good  of  the  service  shall 
require,  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  from  two  or  more  coun- 
ties may  be  joined  in  such  encampment  and  muster,  and  while  thus  as- 
sembled, they  shall  be  formed  into  corps  of  instruction,  without  regard 
to  rank,  and  shall  be  thoroughly  instructed  and  drilled  in  the  manual  of 
arms  and  in  the  most  essential  parts  of  the  school  of  the  soldier,  company 
and  battalion,  and  in  such  other  theoretical  and  practical  details,  appro- 
priate to  each  arm,  as  will  tend  to  the  greater  efficiency,  and  shall  be 
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mibjeot  to  tlie  regnlations  and  articles  of  war  for  the  government  of  the 
armies  of  the  United  States ; that  the  commander-in-chief  shall  select 
and  detail  an  officer  as  commandant  and  instructor  for  every  such  muster 
and  encampment,  who  is  thoroughly  qualified  for  the  duty,  and  shall 
cause  the  adjutant-general  to  prepare  and  have  printed,  and  forwarded  to 
each  commandant  of  regiment,  battalion,  company,  and  battery,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  after  the  present,  a sufficient 
number  of  copies  of  a general  order,  containing  a series  of  lessons,  with 
a schedule  of  roll-calls,  and  the  hours  and  order  of  service,  to  be  distrib- 
uted to  all  who  are  required  to  attend  such  encampment  and  muster,  and 
every  officer  receiving  such  copies  for  distribution  shall  promptly  deliver 
them  to  those  for  whom  they  may  be  intended  : Provided,  That  for  the 
present  year,  such  general  order  shall  be  distributed  as  promptly  and  as 
rapidly  as  the  state  of  the  organization  in  the  respective  counties  will 
permit.  A sufficient  number  of  musicians  for  each  arm  of  the  service 
shall  be  detailed  for  duty  at  every  such  encampment.  The  commandant 
at  each  officer  muster  shall  require  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  in  attendance  to  recite  and  drill  the  prescribed  lessons,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  best  calculated  to  promote  thorough  discipline  and 
impart  to  those  under  his  command  the  greatest  amount  of  practical  mil- 
itary knowledge  and  efficiency.  During  the  last  two  days  of  such  en- 
campment the  entire  strength  of  every  volunteer  organization,  within 
the  district  represented  at  such  encampment,  shall  attend  the  same,  and 
diligently  participate  in  the  prescribed  drill  and  instructions. 

Sec.  68.  All  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  pri- 
vates, required  to  attend  such  officers’  muster,  shall  be  entitled  to  trans- 
portation between  the  place  of  their  respective  residences  and  such  mus- 
ter, to  go  and  return,  and  to  be  provided  by  the  quartermaster-general 
on  the  most  direct  route  by  railroad,  and  if  in  any  case  there  be  no  di- 
rect route  by  railroad,  then  transportation  shall  be  computed  by  the  most 
direct  route  on  the  common  road,  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  as  shall  be 
paid  for  railroad  transportation  by  the  state  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  69.  The  time  and  plax;e  for  each  officer  muster  and  encamp- 
ment shall  be  announced  in  a general  [order,]  to  be  published  at  least  six 
weeks  before  any  such  muster  is  to  be  held,  and  thereupon  the  quarter- 
master-general shall  immediately  advertise,  for  a period  of  ten  days,  in 
one  paper  in  each  military  district,  designated  by  the  order,  inviting 
sealed  proposals  separately  for  each  encampment,  to  provide  rations 
during  the  continuance  of  such  muster,  for  all  who  are  required  to  attend 
the  same ; said  rations  to  be  the  same  in  every  particular  as  are  pre- 
scribed for  the  armies  of  the  United  States;  and  upon  the  opening  of 
such  proposals  the  quartermaster-general  shall  proceed  to  make  written 
contracts,  in  duplicate,  separately  as  to  eaeh  encampment,  with  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  or  bidders,  for  all  the  rations  so  required,  and  such 
rations  shall  be  issued  in  the  usual  mode,  upon  requisitions,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commandant  of  the  encampment,  and  the  amount  thus 
issued  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  quartermaster-general  and  command- 
ant of  the  encampment,  rateably,  among  the  several  counties  represented 
at  such  encampment,  in  proportion  to  the  number  from  each  county  so 
subsisted,  and  the  amount  so  found  to  be  due  from  each  county  to  the 
contractor,  or  contractors,  shall  be  certified  by  the  quartermaster-general 
and  such  commandant,  and  on  the  production  of  such  certificate  to,  and

Sec.  70.  Every  commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officer  or  mem- 
ber of  any  volunteer  company  neglecting  or  refusing  to  attend  such 
encampment  and  muster,  shall  be  fined  as  provided  in  section  forty- 
two,  and  all  fines  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
reported  to  the  annual  court  of  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  act,  by  the 
commandant  of  any  such  encampment  and  muster. 

Sec.  71.  The  adjutants  of  regiments,  squadrons  and  battalions  shall 
attend  to  and  record  all  returns  from  the  commandant  of  regiments, 
squadrons  and  battalions,  and  record  the  same  in  a book  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  required  of  them  by  the  commandants  of  their  regiments, 
squadrons  and  battalions  : Provided,  That  when  any  adjutant  shall  be 
absent  in  command,  the  commanding  officer  shall  appoint  a suitable 
person  to  perform  the  duties  of  adjutant. 

Sec.  72.  That  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  furnish  to  the 
commandants  of  regiments  and  volunteer  companies,  blank  forms  of 
rolls,  bonds,  and  of  the  different  returns  that  may  be  required,  and 
from  time  to  time  explain  the  principles  on  which  they  should  be  made, 
together  with  such  general  regulations,  concerning  the  organization  and 
government  of  the  militia,  as  will  better  promote  the  discipline  and  or- 
der thereof,  and  supply  such  practical  details  as  are  needed  to  make 
that  organization  systematic  and  complete.  He  shall  also  keep  the 
records,  volumes  and  papers  of  that  department  in  an  office  at  the  state- 
house,  and  make  annual  reports  of  all  matters  coming  within  his  de- 
partment, which  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  governor  before  each 
meeting  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  73.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  cause  two  thousand  copies 
of  this  act  to  be  printed  in  book  form,  which  books  shall  have  attached 
to  them  all  the  necessary  forms  by  which  all  returns  shall  be  made  of  com- 
panies, regiments,  squadrons,  or  battalions,  also,  brigades  and  divisions ; 
which  pamphlets  shall  be  distributed  and  forwarded  to  the  county  seats 
of  the  several  regiments  and  volunteer  companies,  as  other  laws  are, 
and  in  due  time  to  be  directed  to  the  commandants  of  said  regiments 
and  companies,  who  shall  be  bound  to  receive  and  distribute  the  same 
as  circumstances  may  require. 

Sec.  74.  Any  person  unlawfully  breaking  and  entering  in  the  day 
or  night  season,  any  arsenal,  store-house,  or  other  building  where  mili- 
tary property  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  is  kept,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as 
for  burglary. 

Sec.  75.  For  the  expenses  of  transportation  to  and  from  camps  of 
instruction,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  76.  That  the  act  entitled  “ an  act  to  organize  and  discipline 
the  militia  and  volunteer  militia,”  passed  March  28,  1857  ; the  act  en- 
titled “ an  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  March  28,  1857,  entitled  an  act 
to  organize  and  discipline  the  militia  and  volunteer  militia,”  passed 
April  12,  1858  ; the  act  entitled  “an  act  for  the  further  organization 
and  discipline  of  the  militia  and  volunteer  militia,”  passed  March  26,

any  action  which  may  have  been  commenced,  or  any  right  of  action 
■which  may  have  accrued,  or  any  penalty  which  may  have  been  incurred 
under  any  of  said  acts  or  parts  of  acts  so  repealed,  may  hereafter  be 
prosecuted  according  to  the  provisions  thereof  as  fully  as  if  said  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  had  not  been  repealed. 

Sec.  77.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

Sec.  3.  The  sheriff  may  require  a military  force.  Whenever  the 
sheriff  shall  deem  the  presence  of  a military  force  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  amenda- 
tory, he  shall  make  a written  requisition  upon  the  officer  of  the  militia 
highest  in  command,  then  in  his  county,  who  shall  issue  the  necessary 
orders  to  insure  a compliance  with  the  requisition  of  such  sheriff. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
Passed  February  16,  1846.

To  prevent  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  vicinity  of  camps. 

Section  1.  Pe  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  no  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  in  any  way,  or  at  any  place  at  or  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  of 
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any  military  camp  in  this  state,  any  intoxicating  liquor ; nor  shall  any 
person  be  allowed  to  keep  any  shop,  booth,  tent,  wagon,  or  other  car- 
riage, vessel  or  boat,  or  any  stand  or  table,  for  the  sale  of  any  spirituous 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  at  such  camp,  or  within  the  distance  of  two 
miles  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  not  bo 
construed  to  prevent  persons  in  a city  or  village  from  carrying  on  any 
trade  or  business  now  authorized  hy  law,  at  their  regular  places  of 
business.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  committing  a breach  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offense  a fine  of 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  into  tho 
treasury  of  the  proper  township,  for  the  use  of  common  schools ; and 
any  sheriff,  coroner,  constable,  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county, 
or  a commissioned  officer  of  the  volunteer  militia  of  this  state  shall,  upon 
view,  without  warrant,  apprehend  any  person  so  offending,  and  seize 
all  such  liquors  and  the  utensils  or  furniture  containing  the  same, 
and  convey  them  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  mayor  within  the 
county,  and  such  justice  or  mayor,  upon  complaint,  under  oath,  of  tho 
officer  so  apprehending,  or  any  other  person  filing  information,  shall 
issue  his  warrant  of  arrest,  which  shall  be  served  by  any  of  the  officers 
herein  authorized  to  make  arrests,  and  proceed  to  inquire  into  the  truth 
of  such  accusation,  and  if  found  true,  shall  proceed  to  bind  the  offender 
in  such  amount,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  as  he  shall  deem 
proper,  to  answer  at  the  next  regular  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county,  to  be  proceeded  with  by  indictment,  the  fine  and 
costs  to  be  collected  as  in  other  criminal  cases  : Provided,  That  if  such 
offender  shall  plead  guilty,  such  justice  or  mayor  shall  affix  the  penalty 
and  proceed  to  judgment,  and  in  such  case  he  shall  immediately  issue 
an  execution  against  the  property  and  body  of  the  defendant  for  the 
fine  and  costs,  unless  paid  or  secured,  and  said  defendant  shall  not  bo 
discharged  until  the  same  are  so  paid  or  secured. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

Kclating  to  sutlers  and  military  storekeepers  for  the  Ohio  volunteer  militia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemlly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  all  appointments  of  sutlers  and  military  storekeepers  to  any 
of  the  regiments  or  brigades  of  the  Ohio  volunteer  militia  mustered  into 
service  under  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  approved  by  the 
governor;  and  no  appointment  of  such  sutler  or  military  storekeeper 
shall  take  effect  until  the  governor’s  approval  shall  be  indorsed  on  the 
certificate  thereof.  Every  sutler  and  military  storekeeper  so  appointed 
shall  give  bond  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  bis  duties,  which  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  governor  before  such  sutler  or  military  storekeeper 
shall  be  allowed  to  act. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  sutler  and  military  storekeeper  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  discretion  of  the 
proper  brigadier-general,  or  the  governor,  and  shall  be  liable  on  his 
official  bond  for  all  abuses  of  his  trust.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  ap- 
pointments heretofore  made,  as  well  as  hereafter  to  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  bonds  of  certain  officers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  the  quartermaster-general,  commissary-general,  paymaster- 
general,  and  all  quartermasters,  commissaries,  paymasters  and  other 
disbursing  officers,  and  such  other  persons  having  custody  or  control 
of  the  public  moneys  or  other  properly  in  the  military  service  of  the 
state  as  the  governor  may,  from  time  to  time,  designate,  shall  severally 
give  bond  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
governor,  conditioned  for  the  due  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  re- 
spective duties,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  governor. 
Every  disbursing  officer,  and  every  person  having  the  custody  and 
control  of  the  property  or  moneys  of  the  state,  or  of  the  transportation 
or  subsistence  of  the  forces  of  the  state  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make 
report,  in  such  form  and  to  such  department  as  the  governor  may  re- 
quire ; and  all  accounts  of  expenditures  in  the  service,  with  the  proper 
vouchers  therefor,  shall,  once  in  three  months,  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  auditor  of  state,  who  shall  audit  and  determine  the  validity  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

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EXPLANATIONS  OF  STATUTES. 


The  following  explanations  are  offered  to  prevent  controversies,  delay,  and  expense : 

Firemen  not  exempt  from  military  duty. 

By  the  act  of  February  8,  1847  (3  Curwen  Stat.  1330),  exemptions  from  military 
duty  were  granted  to  certain  firemen  in  the  counties  of  Hamilton,  Montgomery  and 
Cuyahoga,  and  by  an  act  passed  April  3,  1857  (4  Curwen,  2916),  a general  ex- 
emption from  military  duty  was  granted  to  acting  firemen ; and  firemen  who  had 
performed  five  years’  service  were  declared  to  be  forever  exempt  from  military  duty, 
tn  time  of  peace.  But  Art.  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  Ohio  provides  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  All  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  this  state,  being  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  militia,  and  perform 
military  duty,  in  such  manner  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

The  Legislature  might  provide  by  law  for  exemptions.  But  now  section  one  of  the 
existing  militia  law  (passed  April  14,  1863,)  carries  out  the  full  scope  of  the  Consti- 
tution, and  requires — 

“That  all  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  this  state,  being  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  militia,  and  perform 
military  duty,  in  such  manner,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  as  hereinafter  prescribed.” 

Firemen,  therefore,  are  not  exempt.  By  the  last  clause  of  Sec.  3 of  the  last  men- 
tioned act,  all  who  are  liable  to  perform  military  duty  are  to  be  made  to  perform  it, 
whether  they  wig^e  enrolled  at  the  proper  time  or  not. 

Assessors,  Trustees,  and  Township  and  City  Clerks. 

As  there  may  be  doubt,  delay  and  error  as  to  the  duties  of  assessors,  clerks  and 
trustees,  growing  out  of  misconstructions  of  sections  three  and  four  of  the  new  militia 
law,  and  as  these  duties  have  to  be  performed  annually,  the  following  suggestions  may 
aid  in  preventing  misconstructions  and  consequent  difficulties. 

There  being  no  clerk  of  a ward,  the  intention  of  the  law  evidently  is,  that  the  en- 
rollment lists  shall  be  placed  in  that  clerk’s  office  where  all  transactions  of  a ward,  or 
of  its  trustees,  have  to  be  filed.  The  trustees  of  a ward,  for  election  purposes,  repre- 
sent it  as  a separate  legal  organization,  the  same  as  a township  is  represented  by 
township  trustees.  But  they  have  no  place  within  their  respective  wards  where  papers 
are  to  be  filed,  and  in  strictness  no  clerk  of  a ward.  The  election  returns  from  each 
ward  have  to  be  returned  to  the  office  of  city  clerk.  He  is  the  only  officer  answering 
to  the  duties  of  clerk  of  an  election  district,  and  with  him  the  enrollment  lists  of  the 
militia  of  the  different  wards  are  to  be  deposited,  to  await  the  action  of  the  trustees  of 
the  respective  wards. 

The  words  “ township  trustees,”  in  line  five  of  section  four,  should  be  construed  as 
meaning  the  trustees  of  any  election  district,  whether  a ward  or  a township,  for  cer- 
tainly that  must  be  the  intent  of  the  Legislature. 

It  is  urgently  requested  of  the  clerks  of  cities  and  townships,  that  they  give  imme- 
diate notice  in  writing  to  the  township  and  ward  trustees,  of  the  depositing  of  said 
enrollment  lists,  as  soon  as  they  are  received.  The  trustees  for  each  township  and 
ward  should  then  designate  a time  and  place  when  and  where  they  will  hear  claims 
for  exemption,  and  immediately  direct  the  clerk  to  give  the  proper  notice  of  hearing 
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those  claims  under  section  four.  No  delay  in  any  part  of  these  proceedings  of  assessor, 
clerk,  or  trustees,  should  happen,  if  it  can  be  avoided,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
all  of  these  officers  will  dispatch  the  business  to  be  done  by  them,  with  great  prompt- 
ness and  accuracy. 

Number  of  days  of  musters  of  volunteer  organization. 

Sec.  28  of  the  act  of  April  14th,  1863,  requires  that  each  volunteer  company  and 
battery  shall  muster  on  the  last  Saturday  of  September;  “ and  each  volunteer  com- 
pany and  battery  shall,  besides  such  muster,  have  two  or  more  additional  musters  in 
each  year.”  The  -place  of  each  of  these  three  or  more  musters  of  company,  or  battery, 
is  to  be  determined  by  its  commandant.  The  two  days’  muster  with  the  officers  of 
the  military  district,  under  the  last  clause  of  Sec.  67,  is  to  be  at  a place  fixed  by  the 
Governor,  and  is  independent  of,  and  in  addition  to,  the  three  days  under  Sec.  28. 

By  constitution,  or  by-law,  volunteer  organizations  under  Sec.  18  may  provide  for 
additional  musters,  but  the  place  should  be  designated  by  the  commandant,  under 
Sec.  28. 

The  fine  for  non-attendance  at  the  officer  muster  of  volunteer  companies  and  bat- 
teries remaining  unattached  to  any  battalion,  or  regiment,  will  be  assessed  under  Sec. 
30,  for  they  muster  by  company  or  battery.  But  if  they  are  organized  into  battalion, 
or  regiment,  the  fine  will  be  assessed  under  Sec.  32,  for,  in  that  case,  they  muster  by 
regiment,  or  battalion. 

Commutation  of  fines. 

The  commutation,  under  Sec.  33  of  the  militia  law,  in  lieu  of  performing  duty  in 
the  militia  as  a non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  and  to  escape  a fine  for  such  omis- 
sion, must  be  paid  in  anticipation  of  the  muster,  and  for  the  present  year  must  be  paid 
on  or  before  the  tenth  of  next  September.  The  section  is  somewhat  obscure,  but  it 
will  be  seen  by  Secs.  30,  31,  32,  36  and  38  of  the  militia  law,  that  fines  are  to  be 
promptly  assessed,  and  if  not  paid,  to  be  promptly  put  in  judgment,  and  of  course 
costs  would  have  accrued  against  the  delinquent,  in  addition  to  the  two  dollars  and  a 
half  of  fines.  The  object  of  the  Legislature  evidently  was,  to  induce  the  payment  of 
two  dollars  in  advance,  thus  securing  the  money  when  it  would  be  needed  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  of  the  year ; and  to  save  the  trouble  and  expense  of  courts  of 
inquiry  and  justice  courts  in  assessing  and  collecting  fines,  two  dollars  in  advance  was 
to  be  received,  and  the  payment,  evidenced  by  the  county  treasurer’s  receipt,  is  to  be 
reported  to  the  proper  commandant  “ on  or  before  the  first  muster  day  thereafter.” 
Nothing  appears  in  the  act  about  such  payment  being  a satisfaction  of  the  judgment 
or  judgments  supposed  to  be  recovered.  Nor  can  any  reason  be  assigned,  why,  if 
judgments  had  been  recovered,  the  money  should  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer, 
leaving  the  costs  unprovided  for.  Any  other  construction  than  that  here  contended 
for  would  subject  the  Legislature  to  the  charge  of  having  very  unwisely  and  unjustly 
held  out  inducements  and  oflfered  a premium  for  delay  of  nearly  a whole  year  to  one 
who  had  neglected  his  duty  and  violated  a penal  statute.

The  system  of  Infantry  Tactics  prepared  by  Brig  -General  Silas  B.  Casey,  U.  S.

A regiment  is  composed  of  two  companies,  which  will  be  habitually  posted  from 
right  to  left,  in  the  following  order  : First,  sixth,  fourth,  ninth,  third,  eighth,  fifth, 
tenth,  seventh,  second,  according  to  the  rank  of  Captain.

By  the  thirty-fourth  section  of  the  act  to  organize  and  discipline  the  militia  of  Ohio, 
passed  April  14th,  1863,  it  is  provided  that  “all  volunteer  companies  and  batteries 
now  organized  and  uniformed  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  taken  and  eon- 
sidered  as  organized  under  this  act,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges”  therein  con- 
ferred. But,  to  secure  these  privileges,  it  is  imperatively  required  that  companies 
existing  under  the  former  statutes  report  in  writing  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  this 
State  on  or  before  the  25th  instant,  showing — 

1st.  The  date  of  organization,  and  by  what  authority. 

2d.  The  actual  strength  reliable  for  service  at  the  date  of  this  order. 
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3d.  A complete  roll  stowing  the  rank  of  each  member,  the  date  of  his  enrollment, 
and  the  date  of  rank  and  post-office  address  of  each  ofiBcer. 

4th.  The  arm  of  the  service  to  which  the  company  belongs,  how  many  members  are 
uniformed  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the  style  and  condition  of  the  uniform. 

5th.  A complete  schedule  of  all  the  arms  and  public  property  held  by  the  company 
or  its  members,  where  and  how  kept,  and  the  condition  and  value  of  the  same. 

6th.  If  the  actual  strength  of  the  company  is  below  the  minimum  as  announced  in 
General  Orders  No.  6,  current  series  from  these  headquarters,  then  the  officer  making 
the  return  will  state  whether  additional  members  can  be  enrolled  sufficient  to  reach 
the  minimum  standard  by  the  first  day  of  June. 

All  companies  omitting  to  make  report  as  herein  required  will  be  immediately  con- 
solidated or  disbanded. 

Newspapers  in  the  towns  and  cities  where  there  have  been  volunteer  companies  will 
render  timely  and  valuable  aid  to  the  public  service  by  an  early  publication  of  this 
order.

lawful  public  service,  and  to  deliver  it  to  his  successor  in  office  (first  causing  new 
bonds  to  he  executed  by  his  successor,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral), or  return  the  same  to  the  State  Arsenal  in  like  good  condition;  and  such  prop- 
erty shall  be  so  returned  at  any  time  when  ordered  by  the  Governor  of  Ohio. 

Now,  if  the  said shall  in  all  respects  fulfill  and  perform  the  conditions 

aforesaid,  then  this  obligation  to  be  void ; otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue 
in  law.

COMPANIES,  ARMS  AND  AMMUNITION. 

ECONOMY  OF  COMPANIES. 

1st.  The  captain  will  cause  the  men  of  the  company  to  be  numbered  in  a regular 
series,  including  the  non-commissioned  officers,  and  divided  into  sq^uads,  each  to  be 
put  under  the  charge  of  a non-commissioned  officer. 

2d.  The  utmost  attention  will  be  paid  by  commanders  of  companies  to  the  cleanli- 
ness of  their  men,  as  to  their  persons,  clothing,  arms,  accoutrements  and  equipments, 
and  also  as  to  their  quarters  or  tents. 

3d.  In  armories,  the  arms  should  be  placed  in  arm  racks,  stoppers  in  the  muzzles, 
the  cocks  let  down,  the  bayonets  in  the  scabbards,  the  accoutrements  suspended  over 
the  arms,  and  the  swords  (if  any)  hung  by  the  belts  on  pegs,  and  the  number  or  name, 
or  both,  of  the  soldier  placed  against  them. 

4th.  Commandants  of  companies  and  squads  will  see  that  the  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments in  possession  of  the  men  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  that  proper  care  be  taken 
in  cleaning  them. 

5th.  Commanders  of  companies  will  see  that  belts  are  properly  fitted  to  the  body  ; 
and  it  is  strictly  forbidden  to  cut  them  without  the  sanction  of  the  commander  of  the 
company,  and  then  only  when  it  is  ascertained  to  be  impossible  to  make  them  fit  prop- 
erly without. 

6th.  All  arms  and  equipments  issued  to  the  troops,  when  not  in  use,  will  be  kept 
in  proper  armories,  under  the  charge  of  suitable  persons,  and  will  always  be  in  con- 
dition for  immediate  use.  The  barrel  of  the  musket  or  other  fire-arm  will  constantly 
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be  kept  clean  and  free  from  rnst;  great  care  should  be  taken  in  rubbing,  to  prevent 
bruising  or  bending  the  barrel.  After  firing,  it  will  be  necessary  to  wash  out  the  bore, 
to  wipe  it  dry,  and  then  pass  a bit  of  cloth,  slightly  greased,  to  the  bottom.  In  these 
operations,  a rod  of  wood,  with  a loop  in  one  end,  is  to  be  used  instead  of  the  rammer, 
which  is  never  to  be  thus  employed  when  it  can  be  avoided.  The  bore  of  the  barrel 
will  at  all  times,  except  in  exercise,  be  secured  against  the  weather  by  means  of  a 
tompion.  Arms  with  pereussion  locks  require  to  be  handled  with  much  care  to  pre- 
vent the  hammer  from  becoming  loose,  by  which  its  direct  stroke  on  the  cone  would 
be  rendered  uncertain,  and  the  piece  probably  miss  fire;  snapping  the  piece  without 
a cap  upon  the  cone  is  prohibited,  unless  the  cone  is  covered  or  otherwise  protected. 
When  unloaded,  they  will  at  all  times  be  used  with  the  hammer  down  upon  the  cone ; 
but  when  loaded,  and  the  cap  or  primer  being  on  the  cone,  the  piece  will  be  carried 
half-cocked,  for  safety.  When  there  is  no  cap  on  the  cone,  the  vent  will  be  closed, 
with  the  hammer  resting  upon  it.  For  exercise,  each  soldier  will  keep  provided  a 
piece  of  sole-leather  to  fit  the  cup  or  counter-sink  of  the  hammer.  After  a cap  has 
been  pressed  upon  the  cone,  and  then  removed,  the  piece  may  yet  be  discharged,  not- 
withstanding the  cap  is  removed,  as  particles  of  fulminating  powder  escaped  in  ex- 
panding the  cap  may  remain  in  the  cone. 

7th.  At  no  time  and  under  no  pretense  are  the  arms  to  be  left  loaded  in  armories, 
quarters  or  tents,  or  when  men  are  off  duty,  unless  immediate  use  is  anticipated;  and 
no  person  shall,  while  on  duty,  load  his  gun  without  orders. 

8th.  No  company  or  regiment,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  any  parade  or  occasion, 
appear  with  arms  loaded,  or  ball-cartridges  in  their  boxes,  without  permission  or  orders 
from  the  proper  commandant. 

9th.  To  carry  out  the  foregoing  regulation,  commandants  of  companies,  before  ap- 
pearing on  parade,  are  required  to  cause  the  arms  and  accoutrements  of  their  men  to 
be  examined,  loads  to  be  drawn,  and  cartridge-boxes  to  be  emptied. 

10th.  All  knapsacks  are  to  be  painted  black  ; those  for  the  artillery  will  be  marked 
in  the  centre  of  the  cover  with  the  number  of  the  battery  in  figures  one  and  a half 
inch  in  length,  of  the  character  called  full  face,  with  yellow  paint;  those  for  infantry 
and  other  corps,  marked  in  the  same  way  with  white  paint,  and  the  letters  0.  V.  M. 
The  knapsack  straps  will  be  black.  The  knapsacks  will  also  be  marked  upon  the 
inner  side  with  the  designation  of  the  company,  on  such  part  as  may  be  readily  ob- 
served at  inspections.  Haversacks  will  be  marked  upon  the  flap  with  the  like  desig- 
nation in  black  letters  and  figures. 

lltb.  The  front  of  the  drums  will  be  marked  with  the  arms  of  the  State  and  the 
letters  0.  V.  M.,  with  proper  company  and  regimental  designation  under  the  arms  in 
the  scroll. 

12th.  All  field-pieces  issued  to  batteries  or  companies  should  be  kept  clean  and  dry ; 
their  vents  frequently  examined,  to  see  that  they  are  clear;  the  elevating  screw  wiped 
clean,  worked  and  oiled.  When  tarpauli.ns  are  placed  over  them,  they  should  occa- 
sionally be  removed,  the  guns  and  carriages  brushed  off,  and  if  damp,  allowed  to  dry. 
An  old  sponge  staff  and  head  should  be  used  for  drill.  The  new  sponges  should  never 
be  used  unless  the  gun  is  fired.  The  implements  should  all  bo  kept  under  cover,  and 
should  be  examined  and  cleaned  as  often  as  once  a month.  No  gun  should  be  fired 
without  careful  sponging,  nor  more  frequently  than  six  rounds  per  minute.  The  har- 
ness and  leather  articles  should  be  brushed  and  greased  with  neat' s-foot  oil  as  often 
as  their  condition  requires  it ; if  they  have  a reddish  hue,  mix  a little  lampblack  with 
the  oil.  First  brush  the  leather  carefully,  then  pass  over  it  a sponge  wet  with  luke- 
warm water,  then  apply  the  oil  with  a soft  brush  before  the  leather  is  quite  dry. 

13th.  In  camp  or  barracks  the  company  ofiicers  must  visit  the  kitchen  daily  and 
inspect  the  kettles,  and  at  all  times  carefully  attend  to  the  messing  and  economy  of 
their  respective  companies.  The  commanding  officer  will  make  frequent  inspection  of 
the  kitchens  and  messes. 
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14th.  Each  company  of  volunteers  will  keep  an  arm  chest,  in  some  safe  and  conve- 
nient place,  furnished  with  not  less  than  five  rounds  of  ball-cartridge  for  each  musket; 
but  such  ammunition  must  not  he  used,  or  placed  in  the  cartridge-boxes,  except  when 
a call  is  made  by  the  civil  authorities,  requiring  the  same,  or  when  special  orders 
require  target  practice. 

15th.  No  blank-cartridges  will  be  kept  in  the  chest  with  fixed  ammunition  ; and 
such  chest  will  be  so  marked  and  preserved  that  no  access  can  be  had  to  the  same, 
through  mistake,  in  ordinary  practice.

No.  12.  j The  following  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  military 
forces  of  this  State  when  called  into  service  to  prevent  or  suppress  riots  or  insurrec- 
tions, or  to  aid  the  civil  authorities,  have  been  approved  by  the  Comniander-in-Chief, 
and  he  commands  that  they  be  published  for  the  government  of  all  concerned,  and 
that  they  be  strictly  observed.

AID  OF  THE  CIVIL  AUTHORITIES. 

The  military  forces  of  this  State  are  required  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  the  pre- 
vention and  suppression  of  riots  and  insurrections,  and  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 
(See  Secs.  44,  45  and  49  of  the  militia  law  of  April  14th,  1863.)  In  responding  to 
such  calls,  the  following  regulations  will  be  observed  : 

1st.  The  necessity  and  occasion  for  calling  on  the  military  force,  will  be  at  once 
communicated  to  the  Governor,  in  the  most  expeditious  way,  by  the  civil  ofiicer  who 
makes  the  requisition,  using  the  telegraph  if  practicable. 

2d  In  like  manner,  and  with  the  same  promptness,  the  military  officer  called  upon 
will  report  by  telegraph  to  the  Adjutant-General,  at  these  Head  Quarters,  stating  the 
fact  of  the  call,  and  as  nearly  as  he  can,  the  number  of  troops  needed,  and  the  num- 
ber then  and  there  aA’ailable  for  the  required  service.  The  volunteers  are  to  be  first 
called. 

3d.  The  requisition  by  the  civil  officer  will  be  made  upon  the  superior  or  ranking 
officer  then  present  in  the  city,  or  near  the  place  where  the  service  is  required,  and 
such  officer  will  immediately  assume  command  of  all  the  military  force  within  such  dis- 
trict, and  take  the  most  expeditious  means  to  bring  so  much  force  as  is  required,  with 
an  adequate  supply  of  arms  and  ammunition,  into  service,  with  the  least  practicablo 
delay,  and  in  the  best  condition  for  the  duty  to  be  performed.  When  the  troops  are 
assembled,  the  ranking  officer  present  will  assume  command. 

4th.  No  drunken  or  disorderly  person  will  be  received  for  such  duty,  or  permitted 
to  aid  in  its  performance,  and  the  military  officers  will  insist  upon  and  enforce  the 
most  complete  subordination,  good  order  and  discipline,  and  will  impress  upon  their 
troops  the  necessity  of  coolness  and  self-possession,  and  will  enjoin,  absolutely,  tho 
rule  that  no  man  shall  fire  without  orders  from  his  proper  military  superior. 

5th.  The  civil  officer  making  the  call  should  communicate  his  orders  and  directions 
to  the  superior  officer  in  the  chief  command  of  the  military  force.  He  cannot  give  a 
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command  to  the  troops,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  their  movements,  or  duties.  Sub- 
ordinates in  the  military  force  look  to  their  proper  military  superiors  for  guidance, 
and  obey  their  orders. 

6th.  The  instructions  of  the  civil  officer  are  given  to  the  commandant  of  the  mili- 
tary force  in  general  terms,  directing  the  accomplishment  of  a particular  purpose,  as, 
to  defend  or  protect  a person,  party,  place,  bridge,  building,  or  to  clear  a place,  dis- 
perse rioters,  or  aid  a seizure,  or  arrest.  But  the  mode,  or  means  by  which  the 
specified  purpose  is  to  be  attained,  will  be  directed  by  the  military  commander. 

7th.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  military  force  will  be  cautious  not  to  allow  any 
persons  to  become  intermingled  with  the  troops,  or  to  close  upon  them,  so  as  to  inter- 
fere with  their  maneuvers;  also,  not  to  advance  into  any  riotous  or  tumultuous  assem- 
blage by  a flank  movement,  and  especially  to  guard  the  command  against  being 
entangled  with  or  disarmed  by  rioters  at  any  time  or  place.  He  will  be  cautious  not 
to  weaken  his  main  force  too  much  by  detachments ; and  always  to  have  in  hand  a 
sufficient  body  to  act  with  energy  and  decided  effect,  when  their  services  shall  be 
seriously  required. 

8th.  The  civil  officer  may  cause  the  troops  to  aid  him  in  the  execution  of  process, 
and  in  the  arrest  or  dispersion  of  all  rioters  and  others  found  in  open  resistance  to  the 
civil  authorities,  as  well  as  in  the  maintenance  of  the  public  peace,  and  the  protection 
of  persons  and  property  from  unlawful  violence ; and  to  these  ends,  the  troops  are 
empowered  and  required  to  overcome  such  resistance — effect  the  prescribed  object, 
and  secure  and  keep  the  peace,  by  the  use,  if  necessary,  of  their  arms,  and  all  the 
power  which  they  possess.  But  they  are  not  authorized  to  punish  any  person  for  an 
offense,  however  amenable  he  may  be  to  punishment,  and  they  will  always  endeavor, 
by  firm  and  judicious  conduct,  and  the  moral  force  of  their  presence,  to  establish  pub- 
lic order,  if  possible,  without  resort  to  force.  To  have  accomplished  the  desired  result, 
in  that  way,  w’ill  be  the  best  evidence  of  their  skill  and  the  excellence  of  their  measures. 

9th.  The  bayonet  should  be  used,  instead  of  firing,  where  it  will  effect  the  proper 
result.  But  where  the  necessity  to  fire  is  evident,  an  order  to  fire  will  be  given,  and 
ball  cartridge  will  be  used ; experience  having  shown  the  evil  results  of  firing  blank 
cartridge  in  the  first  instance,  to  suppress  a riot.  Such  firing  is  therefore  prohibited. 

10th.  The  troops  are  admonished  that  firing  high,  or  over  the  heads  of  an  opposing 
party,  with  ball  cartridge,  is  a mockery  of  duty,  and  most  dangerous  to  those  at  a 
distance,  or  behind  the  mob,  who  are  really  or  comparatively  innocent. 

11th.  A complete  return  will  be  made  by  each  commandant  of  company,  battery 
and  detacliment  called  into  service  in  the  manner  above  contemplated,  and  such  return 
will  give  the  names  and  rank  of  all  who  serve,  and  the  period  of  service  in  each  case, 
and  also  the  names  of  those  who,  being  enrolled,  were  required  to  turn  out  for  duty 
and  neglected  or  refused  to  obey  the  order.  Such  returns  will  be  made  at  the  earliest 
time  practicable  to  the  commanding  officer,  who  will  authenticate  the  same,  as  far  as 
it  is  correct,  and  with  such  special  report  as  he  deems  proper,  forward  the  same  imme- 
diately to  these  Head  Quarters. 
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UNIFORM  AND  EQUIPAGE. 

By  section  sixty  of  the  act  to  organize  and  discipline  the  militia,  passed  April  14th, 
1863,  it  is  provided  “that  the  uniform  of  all  volunteer  companies  and  batteries  now 
organized,  or  hereafter  to  be  organized,  and  officers  to  be  hereafter  commissioned,  shall 
correspond  and  conform  to  the  uniform  prescribed  for  the  United  States  army  for  the 
time  being,  except  the  coat  of  arms,  which  shall  be  that  of  the  State  of  Ohio.” 

To  advise  the  military  forces  of  the  State,  and  those  who  may  be  interested  in  the 
questions  of  quality,  style  and  expense  of  the  articles  to  be  obtained,  the  following 
table  has  been  prepared  from  General  Orders  No.  202  of  the  War  Department,  dated 
December  9th,  1862.  The  prices  affixed  to  the  different  articles  in  this  list  are  those 
at  which  they  are  issued  to  the  troops,  and  by  which  they  have  to  be  accounted  for  by 
officers  and  others.  These  prices  were  to  prevail  from  the  time  when  the  order  was 
issued  until  further  order. 

By  applying  in  time,  and  at  the  proper  place  or  places,  volunteer  companies  and 
batteries  can  doubtless  obtain  their  necessary  supply  at  or  near  the  rates  here  given. 

It  is  not  intended  nor  desired  that  volunteer  organizations  should  undertake  to  sup- 
ply themselves  with  all  of  these  articles.  The  uniform  is  all  that  they  need  to  supply 
themselves  with,  and  for  the  infantry  the  sack  or  blouse  may  be  used  instead  of  the 
coat. 

When  required,  the  State  will  furnish  every  thing  that  is  needed  except  the  uniform, 
that,  for  ordinary  service,  according  to  section  sixty  above  referred  to,  must  be  fur- 
nished by  the  troops  themselves,  and  not  by  the  State.  But  if  called  into  actual  ser- 
vice, the  troops  will  be  entitled  to  a ratable  allowance  of  clothing,  according  to  the 
time  served,  in  addition  to  their  pay  proper.
